The Shipherd Investigation. 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—The examina- 
tion of Blaine was resumed before the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs this morning. 
Chairman Williams called Blaine’s attention 
to passages in the printed testimony of 
Robert E Randall relative to the Creait In- 
dustrial. Blaine in substance stated that 
Randall, who was an utter stranger to him 
(witness), first approached him in February, 
1881. He sent his card to witness io the 
Senate Chamber and began a conversation on 
the assumption that he (witness) was to be 


a member({ of President Garfield’s Cabinet. 
He (witnes:) waived the assumption, how- 
ever, as far as possible. The conversation, 
witness had no reason to believe, Randall 
would intentionally misrepresent, but no 
such conversation as he (Randall) had testi- 
fied in regard to ever took place. He (wit- 
ness) diu not look upon Randall as a person 
with whom to discuss the affairs of the Credit 
Industrial. 

The Count de Mortferrand, a gentleman of 
high standing, was their direct representa- 
tive, and both he and Suarez had been very 
persistent in pressing the object of the com- 
pany upon the attention of the State Depart- 
ment. The United States was asked to reach 
out in the dark and guarantee protection toa 
company furthering the interests of citizens 
of four European governments when it could 
exercise no contro! whatever over the opera- 
tions of tbis company. 

Blaine flatly contradicted many of the 
statements by Randall. He said he (witness) 
never asked Randall if Huribut as Minister 
to Peru would be acceptable to his compan 
and never intimated to him (Randal!) what 
instructions would be given Hurlbut or to 
Trescott. He asserted most positively that 
the State Department never a moment coun- 
tenanced the idea of an American protector- 
ate. Such a poifcy would have been a terribie 
blunder on the part of this Government, 
Biaine took occasion to say in his opinion 
peace would ere this have been established 
between Peru and Chili had not Trescott’: 
instructions been revoked, and that perm.a- 
ent peace will never be secured except 
through outside pressure. Thateither the 
United States must intervene or let some 
European power intervene; that in bis (wit- 
ness) opinion the United States will soon be 
compeéiled totake a much more decided 
stand than he (witness) took; thatthe 
United States cannot play “‘doginthe man- 
ger,’? and say “I wont’ intervene 
or let any one else, either.” Biaine desired 
to sayin reference to his former testimony 
before the committee, that, in allusion to 
English influence be did not mean the Eng- 
lish Cabinet, but English influence in the 
sense of British interests. He thought the 
action of the British Minister at Lima, Sir 
Spencer St. John, reprehensibie in the highest 
degree, and auch as that if he had been an 
American Minister, wouid cost him his posi- 
tion. Hethen stated the conduct to which 
he referred was jhe preparing by Sir Spen- 
cer St. Jobn of a bogus 
treaty between the United States and 
Peru which he sent the Chilian Government 
ond which greativ incensed them against 


| Hurlbut and the United Ststes; that Hurlbut

The Star Route Trials. 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—In the Star Route 
trial Merrick said he proposed to take up the 
routes seriatim, completely disposing of one 
route vefore taking up another. Merrick put 
in evidence various certificates and other 
papers from the office of the Auditor of the 
Post-office Department. Senator Saunders, 
of Nebraska, was sworn andsaid he indorsed 
the petition for an increase on the route from 
Kearney to Kent. Did not recoilect how the 


petition came to him originally; thought it 
came with a number of others of similar 
character and had been brought 
here by a citizen of Kearney 
It was not his custom to. re- 
tain petitions,for a length of time had elapsed 
between the indorsement and filing of this 
petition.

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GRAIN INSPECTION. 
be stints 
Livingstone’s East St. Louis Appoint- 
ment Causes Excitement 
on ’Change. 
The General Sentiment is That it 
Amounts to Nothing—What Liv- 
ingstone Says. 


Grain inspection was about the only sub- 
ject discussed on ’Change to-day. The mem- 
bers talked it over in every corner and la- 
mented over its probable results. When the 
subject was thoroughly discussed, how- 
ever, and it was seen that the whole 
scare would probably result in nothing, 
disgust was the prevailing sentiment. 
The action taken is generally looked upon as 
a piece of very sharp practice on the part of 
the East St. Louis people. The plan, as far 
as it has been unearthed, is as follows: St. 
Louis merchants have been fighting against 
East St. Louis inspection for several years. 


When the grain trade of this city began to 
swell to enormous proportions the East St. 


Louisans commenced to se6é that 
there was u chance to make 
something, and they went. in to do it. 


Application was made to the Legislature at 
Springtield for, a law to extend the State 
grain inspection system to East St. Louis, 
Which it Was claimed was the great depot for 
grain purchased nearly altogether by local 
capital, but which was made subservient to 
Missouri’s interest, because the inspection 
was coutrolled by St. Louis. A legislative 
committee came from Springfield 
to this city, and on their 
return reported adversely to the demand.

DYING Of HUNGER. 


A Famine in One Section of Old Vir- 
ginia—Sad Scenes. 
Danville (Va.) Special to Chicago Times. 


Reports from Patrick county, in this State, 
are to the effect that there are five thousana 
persons in that county starving. The drought 
of last year greatly curtailed the corn and 
other crops in that locality. In many por- 
tions of the county hundreds of people are 
crowdiog around the settlements, imploring 
aid. Contributions have been taken up in 
different parts of the country, but they have 
not been suflicient to relieve the sufferings of 
these peopie. A load of corn was received at 
the Court-house a few days ago, and before 
it could be distributed hundreds of atarving 
women and children crowded around the ve- 
hicle, imploring to be given a quart or a peck 
of the grain. 

A courier has just arrived in this city from 
Patrick county, and gives heartrending ac- 
counts of the situation. “Patrick Court-house 
is thronged with men, women and children 
begging bread. Some of the women there 
had walked twelve miles, in some cases bear- 
ing infants in their arms, to beg for a little 
corn or flour, which could not be gotton for 
any consideration. A wagon load of shelled 
corn which arrived Thursday was at once 
surrounded by an amaciated and wan crowd, 
all fignting eagerly for the handful of pre- 
cious grain which had to be doled out 
tothem. There are three hundred people at 
Patrick Court-house alone who have not 
tasted a morsel of food for two days, and 
some have died and others are dying in the 
remote portions of the county for want of 
something toeat. The cattle are the oniy 
healthy-looking living beings in thef§atricken 
section of country, where the grass is flour- 
ishing and gives them sustenance. Patrick 
county is avery isolated, mountainous, inac- 
cessible section of the State, the nearest rail- 
road station being forty-five miles, over a 
fearful road. Maj. Calmack, the special car- 
rier, who has arrived here appealing for aid, 
gays that the merchants and people of means 
of the county have done nobly and are stiil 
doing, but supplies are growi'g 
less from day to day. They have dividea 
tothe last, and the number of sufferers 
is increasing, and likewise their hunger, unt.1 
the multitude that are constantly coming ard 
begging tor bread look in many cases like 
ghastiy specters. Their want of food is writ- 
ten in characlers that cannot be mistaken in 
their pale faces and wasting forms, as 
they stagger uD and clamor for Wread. 
Maj. .aimack’s mission to this city is to 
organize relief committees and get prompt 
aid. The suffering is not only among the 
humbier ciasses, but well-to-do-farmers, 
who have heretofore never known want, are 
begging for bread for their starving families, 
Exorbitant prices have been offered by them 
for flour, in some instamces as much as $200, 
but even these figures failed to secure the 
coveted article. Several wagons have been 
pushed out from Danville, and will travel all 
night, and in this way itisto be hoped that 
some lives will be saved, but it is to be feared 
that it will be impossible to reach all the suf- 
ferers in time. . 

Patrick is a county in the extreme south of 
Virginia, bordering on North Carolina. Its 
area is about five hundred square miles,and it 
is bounded oa the northwest by the Biue 
Ridge, and watered by the Dan and Mayo 
rivers, the sources of which are within its 
boundaries. The surface of the county is 
partly mountainous and a large part of it is 
covered by forests. Thestaple products are 
corn, cattleand hogs. The county seat is 
Patrick Court-house. In 1870 the valuation 
of real estate was $1,291,131 and the popula- 
tion 10,161, of Whom 10,158 are native-born. 
At the last census the population was placed 
at 12,833, of whom about 4,000 were negroes.

The Dylog Exelamation of Harrington 
—The Tunnel Accident—Inquest. 

A-ihorrible accident occurred in the tunnel 
last night at about 8 o’clock, which resulted 
in the instant death of one man and the prob- 
ably fatal injury of another. The night gang 
of workmen in the tunnel, to the number of 
sixty, were on their way to the scene of labor, 
near St. Charles street, where the casualty 
took place, and were just about to 
commence work on a sewer when 
two trains, one the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi No. 6 and the other Vandalia No. 6, 
met in the tunnel near where the gang con- 
gregated. The men immediately sought safe 
places, but two of them, Timothy Harrington 
and Frank Powers, were not quick enough 
In their movements, and they were both 
struck by the Ohio and Mississippi train, 
which was moving eastward. arrington 
was immediately killed and Powers badly and 
probably fatally injured, he having bad his 
left leg cut off just above the ankle and a 
badly fractured skull. Harrington’s remains 
were taken to the Morgue, while 
Powers was removed to the City Hospital. 
where he now /ies in a critical condition. 

Atll o’clock this morning the Coroner 
held an inquest on the remains of Harrington. 
A post-mortem examination revealed that the 
wheels of the engiae had passed over the 
-body just above the hips, lacerating and al- 
most completely disemboweling the man. 

The first witness examined was Morris 
Wuerpel, who is the superintendent of con- 
struction of the Tunnel Company. He testi- 
tied that the deceased, in company witb 
2owers, had left the Main street depot about 
8 oclock to go to work to help put in new 
tracks and a sewer. He said that Harrington 
had been working on the bridge and tunnel 
for about three anda half years past, and was 
asober and industrious man. He was un- 
married and about 40 years of age.

BUSY BEECHER. 


The Magnetic Power that Holds Plym- 
outh Church Together. 
New York Letter to Chicago Times. 

Mr. Beecher, in opening the proceedings at 
the Brooklyn Free-Trade Club the other 
night, referred to his multifarious duties as 
follows: ‘*I didn’t know why I held the posi- 
tion of president here until [thought of the 
variety of positions I assume. Ou,Sunday I 
am acilergyman, on Monday a Westchester 
county farmer, on Weduesday afternoon I 
find myself a military personage, and to- 
night I don’t know whether 1 am a bonvivant 
or a political economist, though asa political 
economist I speak to you now.’’ Mr. Beech- 
er indeed still keeps up a wonderful variety 
and amount of labor, and maintains a good 
state of health atthe same time. He tells 
his friends that he hopes to keep up his usual 
course of employmenis for ten years to come. 

Many think, however, it is plain to see, that 
Mr. Beecher does not bestow so much thought 
and preparation upon his pulpit discourses as 
he used to. They@say it is verv easy to recog- 
nize the fact when the clergyman preaches a 
sermon to which he has given very little study. 
In fact they profess to detect in his sermoas 
an unevenness in point of merit which was 
never apparent in his younger days, when he 
was very careful of his reputation asa pul- 
piteer. It is noteworthy, however, that with- 
in the year past Mr. Beecher has preached 
some splendid sermons to which he could 
have given very little time in preparation. 
The first news he had of the assassinations of 
Lord Cavendish and Mr. Burke was frem the 
Sunday morning papers. He preached his 
usual morning discourse, andin the evening 
he spoke for an hour on the assassinations, 
viewing the Irish question at length and 
speaking with very much of the fire, brillian- 
cy, energy and eloquence that made many of 
his ringing sermons, before and during the 
war, 80 remarkable. 

Mr. Beecher’s love of life in the country 
grows with bis increase in years. He spends 
now nearlv seven moaoths a year on his farm 
near Peekskill, about fifty minutes by rail 
from this city. As soon as the grass starts in 
the spring he is upon his farm, directing 
operations there and enjoying the nice large 
house he built two years ago, which over- 
looks¢the Hudson. He keeps the larger part 
of hislibrary there, and the house is in all 
respects commodious and comfortable, even 
tothe billiard-room, which is not given a 
place in many clerical homes. Mr. Beecher is 
fond of “the gentieman’s game,” although he 
isanything but an expert with the cue. He 
attended one ofthe exhibitions given in the 
last Brunswick & Balke tournament in this 
citv. 

Of course business calls him to Brooklyn 
three or fourtimes a week, except during 
»*he three months of his summer vacation. 
During the winter months and at other times 
whenin town Mr. and Mrs. Beecher make 
their home at the residence of their eldest 
son. They sold their house on the Heights 
over a year ago, partiy to relieve Mrs. 
Beecher of household cares and partly to 
avoid the expense of keeping up two estab- 
lishments. Last year Mr. Beecher found 
some remedy for his hay fever which relieved 
him #9 much that his stay in the White 
Mountains was shorter than usual and he 
resumed his pulpit Iabors in Plymouth 
chureh in September instead of October, as 
he had been accustomed todo. He hopes to 
again escape this annoying disease in good 
measure this season, and if he does he will 
shorten nis vacation a month. His church 
thinks this a consummation devoutly to be 
wished. There is really nothing that Keeps 
Plymouth Church together but the magnet- 
ism and ability of its eminent pastor. The 
unfortunate brethren who rattle around in 
Mr. Beecher’s pulpit when he is not there 
need strong nerves to face without discompo- 
sure the beggariy array of empty pews be- 
fore them. ‘he Lord onlv knows what will 
become of Pirmouth Chureh when Mr. 
Beecher .tinally quits the scene.

One of the best known men in the dramatic 
profession in the Unietd States is A. Z. Caz- 
auran, who for several years past has been 
identified with the Union Square Theater in 
this city.

men. But this bright side of his intellectual) 
‘life was overshadowed by a cloud, and we 
hear to-day that his mind has just given way 
to the inevitable pressure and left him 
wrecked upon the rock ofinsanity. The un- 
fortunate gentleman was to-day conveyed to 
the Bloomingdale Asylum, where under care- 
ful treatment itis hoped he may recover his 
lost facuities. The case is a peculiarly sad 
one, and the news of his misfortune will be 
painful indeed te his many friends inal! parts 
of the countrv. Some weeks ago he met 
with an accident by which he fractured one 
of his ribs, and he was just recovering when 
this greatest of all misfortunes overtoox him. 
The cause may perhaps be attributed to a 
habit based upona passion too prevalent 
among allclasses at the present day, the in- 
duigence of which slowly but surely sapped 
the foundation of his intellect until finally the 
superstructure has fallen.

Another Rich Man’s Castle. 
From the Baltimore Day. 


The proverbiaily lavish taste of Mr. Ross 
R. Winans has been again displayed in anew 
building which is in course of erection on the 
east side of St. Paul street, between Biddle 
and:John streets. The structure is intended as 
a private residence, to be occupied by Mr. 
Winans and family, and is said to he the 
finest private house south of New York. 
From the plans and specifications of the 
building the idea of a paiace rather than an 
American dwelling is eonveyed. The struc- 
ture so far has been completed only tothe 
roof and is as yetin the rough, but when 
finished its magnificence wil! rival anything 
which has yet been built in Baltimore. The 
lot upon which the house stands is 125 feet 
front by 122%2 deep. The houseitself is 66 
feet front by 75 feet deep, and it is to be five 
stories high, with sloping mansard roof. The 
style is Freach renaissanee, and the exterior, 
when completed, will resemble very closely 
an old Belgian or French chateau, around 
which fancy seldom fails to cluster clinging 
ivy and historical associations. What re- 
mains of the lot after the building has taken 
up its quota will be transformed by the gar- 
denericto a beautiful garden, which is to 
cost $30,000. Around the yard and building 
Mr. Winans has ordered a brick inclosure 10 
feet high and 14 inches thick, whichis to meet 
at the northern and southern corners of the 
house, 

The interior of the residence is to be as mag- 
nificentasthe fancy of the owner can make 
it. Itis to be of satin, red oak and ebonized 
cherry woods, inlaid and carved, and in each 
room there are to be costly beveled mirrors. 
The hal) wili run the full jJength of the build- 
ing, and uvon its ornamentation and decora- 
tion are to be expended alone $50,000. The 
cost of the entire building and garden will not 
be less than $200,000, and in the construction 
Mr. Winans ordered tnat no expense be 
spared. ‘There are rooms inthe basement for 
Sixteen servants; also, lauadry, kitchen, 
boiler-pit, store-room and drying-room, and 
upon the first floor thére is to bea handsome 
bali-room, drawing, reception, dining-rooimas, 
parlor and library. ‘The other floors are to be 
taken up with bed-rooms. 

The most striking features in the architec- 
tural appearance of the house aretwo tow- 
ers, One at the front and the other at the 
rear. ‘Thev reach only as far as the cornice, 
and remind one of the pictures of Kenilworth 
Castle. At the side of each of the towers rise 
four circular chimneys, unique in design, and 
made of pressed red brick, with jet black 
cement, ali combined in one. The material 
of which the house is built is pressed brick 
and Long Meadow brownstone,and the blead- 
ing of colors is rich and perfect.:Buiiding op- 
erations were begun this spring, and the 
house will be finished about November. Mr. 
Winans is at present at Newport, but in the 
winter he will move from his Hollins street 
maneion and occupy the residence on St. Paul 
street.

AN EGYPTIAN PRISON. 


Hideous Scenes Encountered by an 
Englishman at Cairo. 
From Macmillan’s Magazine. -ov" 6 4 

We were in a sort of ill-paved, ill-logking, 
ill-smelling square; on each side of the 
Bquare Was a large door, now thrown open, 
displaying an inner door of cross-barred, 
wooden grating and behind row upon row of 
miserable, hopeless faces. Already the old 
folk and children who had followed us had 
begun to pilfer from the bread panniers, and 
98 soon as the prisoners caught sight of the 
food, toe horrid clanking of chains 
grated on my ears, loud cries and howls 
came from the gratings and the facés at the 
apertures multiplied threefold. I could see 
the poor wretches struggling with one another 
fora place in front, the weakest, of. course, 
going to the wail, the greediest and nent 
crushing forward. And such faces! Most o 
them were revolting enough in themselves 
and could well have spared the loathsome én- 
vironment that made them worse. On some, 
indeed, that scourge of the Kast, leprosy, 
had left its mark: some were merely ill 
and hungry-looking ; the better- 
favored seemed to stay with their chains be- 
hind, for shame, perhaps. All the foremost 
cried out for the bread they saw, and scram- 
bled and fought like wild beasts for such of 
the round cakes as escaped througn the bars 
without being torn piecemeal in their pass- 
age. One or two of the officials yolunteered 
to help us to distribute our doles, and, of 
course, inviolable Eastern custom demanded 
that a little of the sorry stuff should 
disappear by the way into their own 
capacious pockets. I tried to get one 
of these fellows—Jusef, as I heard some 
of the prisoners call him—to deal out the 
breadin something like order, but order 
seemed impossible; official authority stopped 
short outside the bars of the prison house, 
while inside I could see some sturdy ruffians 
dealing blows to their fellows witb @rude 
whips and sticks and even with their chains, 
driving them from the raised step that led to 
the door, cursing loudly. And while this din 
was in Our ears ard we were feeding the 
wretches inside the bars the unfortunates 
outside, who had followed us closely to 
this very holy of holies, were pilfering as 
fast as hands, big or little, could heip them. 
Yes, dig or little. Onaetiny child, about five 
years old, stole three cakes before my eyés, 
was cuffed, hustled away and returnedin a 
minute to gteal a fourth from my left hand, 
while her mother was snatching from my 
right. The cigarettes produced almost equal 
excitement and were hugged by the bappy 
possessors almost as eagerly as the bread. | 

And now that my stock of provisions Was 
exhausted I thought I had seen enough for 
once, and proceeded to make my way out of 
the vile den. Asi was moving off one of the 
officials blandly asked for bachshish, in reply 
to which I used all the few Arabic indignant 
expletives I knew, and failing that, French, 
and when that, also, came too slowly for my 
indignation, I found relief in native Evelish. 

I heard subsequeutly that ‘“‘the Khedive.”’ 
—j, e. 1 suppose the Government—sends daily 
supplies to the prisons to the extentof three 
of those small round cakes for each person in 
confinement, butthey only got one, and 
some who had tasted the sweets of ihis same 
prison-house assured me that they often got 
none. Where dothe rest go? What man 
who knows Egypt knows not this, too?

American Institute of Homeopathy. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 13.—The American 
Institute of Homeopathy commenced its 
thirty-ninth anniversary this morning at the 
the Grand Opera-house, with about 300 dele- 
gates in attendance. The Eastern cities are 
being largely represented by the most influ- 
ential men of the profession. ‘The conven- 
tlon was called to order by Dr. O. S. Kunnels, 
chairman of the local committee, and Mayor 
Grubbs then delivered an address welcoming 
the institute to the city, followed by Dr. 


Carliss, who gave a welcome on behalf 
of the State Association of Hommopathy 
The President of the institute, Dr. Wm. L 
Breyfogle, of Louisville, responded, paying a 


high tribute to the city and the State, anc } 


alluding tothe distinguishea and patriotic 
sons of the State. President Bieyfogie de- 
livered his annual address, giving a review 
of the business of the vear. Since the mect- 
ing on Brighton Beach, he said, the ethics of 
the profession had been discussed more than 
ever before; that numerous great convei- 
tions on both sides of the 
Atlantic had turned their attention to the 
progress of science, and the illness of Piesi- 
deni Garfield led to a very extended consider- 
ation of the claims of homeopathy. The tend- 
ency had been to demand an accurate science 
and the better equipment of colleges and li- 
brary, and receat developments of the prac- 
tice had made it the most accurate schoo! of 
medicine, its success resulting in the demor- 
alization of the aliopathic school. Many 
uliopathists had, he «aid, abindoned the 
practice of medicine and taken up the grave, 
definite science of surgery, thus becuming 
sanitarians or practicing according to no sys- 
tem. He referred tothe existence of the oid 
school, of a liberal element that was wiliing 
to work withjhomeopathists, and to tbis ele- 
ment he extended the hard of friendship. 

He mentioned also that pab:ic hospitals 
were increasingiy open tothehbom«opathist to 
eractice alongsidethe old schoo! of physi- 
cians and noted in thiaa marked degree of 
the advance that had been made. 

The Committee on Necrology reported the 
names of deceased members, referring es- 
pevially to the loes sustained in the death of 
ex-President Jowlin, of Jersey City.

Pinkney Daniel’s Remarkable 
Criminal Career Brought 
to a Close.

The Difficulty of Obtaining a‘ Plea to 
a Charge of Drunk on 
the Street. 


One of the best known characters to the 
St. Louis Police Department is Miss Pinkey 
Daniels, who will positively leave the city to- 
nicht to be absent three years. She is a mu- 
latto, 25 vears of age, sharp features and a 
countenance that combines intelligence and 
viciousness in about equal quantities. 
Witb the exception of Eliza Wells, who has 
appeared in the St. Louis police courts 103 
times en the charge of drunkenness, Pinkey 
enjoys the reputation of having pleaded more 
frequently before the tribumals of the Future 
Great than any other woman in the corpor- 
ate Jimits of the town. On the score of va- 
riety of charges Miss Pinkey is facile prin- 


ceps. She has answered to the charges of 
murder in the second degree, robbery, 
grand larceny, petit larceny, drunkenness, 
di-turbing the peace, malicious trespass, as- 
sault and battery, assaultwith intent to do 
great bodily harm, three cases of assault to 
kill, ten cases of inmate of a disreputable 
bouse and eighth clause of vagrancy. She 
bas been a terror tothe police and residents 
in the vicinity of St. Charles and Tenth 
streets, living in comparative outiawry ina 
civilized and ordinarily well regulated com- 
munity,refusing to make any terms other than 
those consistent with her own pleasnre. Pin- 
key entered on her career when she was a gir! 
of fifteen years,and as she grew older she be- 
came more dangerous and was admitted by 
the female citizens of the locality to be “de 
boss slasher.” A few years ago Pinkey and a 
companion became involved in a difficulty 
with another woman. They drew razors and 
in afew moments had inflicted wounds that 
proved fatal. @ntrial the evidence against 
Pinkey was not connected and the jury ac- 
quitted her, fastening the murder on her 
companion and sentencing her to the Peni- 
tentiary for twelve vears. Pinkey’s suppres- 
sion is something that the police have worked 
diligently for for years, but the lady has more 
luck than ordinarily falis to the lot of a de- 
fendant. To-day she was arraigned on charges 
of being an inmate of a bawdy-house 
snd a Vagrant. Pink’s face was too well 
knewn to permit herto give the Judge ‘‘ta 
song and dance,’”’ as she denominated, so she 
pleaded guilty and was assessed $500. The 


sentence was stayed to allow herto leave 
town, of which privilege she availed herself 
and agreed to absent herseif from town for a 
term of three years.

THE IRON-WORKERS’ STRIKE. 


a 


President Jarrett in Town—Early Ter 
mination Expected. 

Mr. John Jarrett, president of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron and Steel Work- 
ers, who arrived in the city last night from 
Cincinnati, speaks hopefully of the situation 
in St. Louis. Toa reporter he expressed the 
opinion that the action of the Cincinnati 
strikersin resuming work would have the 


effect of bringing the strike in St, 
Louis to a_ close almost immediately. 
The only thing to be apprehended is 
that the apparent determination of the 


manufacturers here to crush out the strike 
and deal a death blow, if possible, to the 
Amalvamated Association, may cause the 
men to become stubborn and resist to the ut- 
termost every effort to bring them to terms. 
This declaration on the part of the manufac- 
turers Mr. Jarrett regards as unfortunate, 
Said Mr, Jarret!: 

“The manufacturers have formed an asso- 
ciation for some purpose, but what that pur- 
pose is cannot be determined with absolute 
certainty. It is thought, howey- 
er, by members of the Amalgamated 
Union that the manufacturers have 
formed an organization for the purpose of 
crushing our union out of existence. I feel 
certain this can never be done, because our 
union is much too powerful to be crushed out 
of existence by any combination.’? 

“[)> vou hope to bring the strike in St. 
Louis to an end soon??? 

‘Yes, sir, provided the meen feel that they 
donot sacrifice their point. The arrange- 
ments under which work was resumed at 
Cincinnati to-day must not be understood as 


conclusive. Those arrangements will 
hold good until there is a settlement 
at Pittsburg. After last year’s 


strike there was an agreement with the man- 
ufacturers in the Cincinnati District, to 
which St. Louis belongs, that in case of any 
future «differences the: men would keep at 
work until the Pittsburg mills should accept 
the same schedule of Pages that thev were 


| asked to do.”

Mr. Jarrett and Mr. White, the vice-presi- 
dent for the district, held a consultation this 
morning. This afternoon a meeting to dis- 
cuss the situation will probably be held be- 
tween Jarrett and the manufacturers’ and 
it is quite possible that the result arrived at 
will be the resumption of work in the St. 
Louis mills next Monday. 

THE COST TO THE STRIKERS. 

An estimate of the cost of the strikes up to 
this date places the amount in loss of wages 
only at more than $1,200,000. These figures 
are based upon a calculation which allows the 
25,000 men who have been idle since the lat of 
June an average day’s earnings of $5. This is 
rather under than over the exact amount. 

AT TERRE HAUTE. 

TERRE HAUTE, June 13.—The strike at the 
Wabash Iron Company’s rolling mill, in this 
city, has ended, and the men went to work 
this morning, the word “forever” being 
stricken from the contract and Pittsburg 
prices, when established, to govern. The 
Phenix Foundry and Machine Works, of this 
city, have largriy increased their capacity and 
stock, and will at once build extensive 
shops to carry on a_— general mill 
furnishing and mill-building business and 
will put on tothe market several important 
special miliing machines, the invention of 
Jonathan Mills, the celebrated flour mill 
builder, who has now taken an interest in the 
works and will be the general manager. Ray 
G. Jencks and E. M. Mering have bought 
the extensive flouring mill of the 
late R. Z. Thompson, one of the oldest 
and largest mills in the State. 

The Wabash is on the rampage forthe 
third time this season, and great damage to 
the bottom corn is anticipated. 

AT CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND, June 13 —More men than yes- 
terday went to work this morning at the 
Cleveland Rolling Mills, and two more, de- 
partments were started up. No violence was 
offered. There was no disturbance other than 
some shouting by some idiers in the street. 
The yelling that has been done by the crowds 
asthe workers go to labor has been magnified 
in rumors and attributed. to the strikers, but 
in the main the strikers have been very 
orderly, and it is doubtful if they are charge- 
able with the minor street conflicts which 
in less exciting times would pass for mere 
drunken brawls and attract little notice. The 
strikers wear badges, and no violence has yet 
been traced to them.

AT BAY VIEW. 

MILWAUKEE, WIS., June 13.—The strike at 
Bay View Rolling Mills is practically ended, 
Vice President Bullock, of the Amalgamated 
Association, has returned from Pittsburg and 
notified the local unions that they might ad- 
just their difficulties in their own way and re- 
sume work. This is being done by both sides 
making concessions.

COLORING MUSTACHES 


The Practice of Dyeing the Hatr in St. 
Louis. 


A fresh-looking young countryman stepped 
into one of the best-known and best-equipped 
barber shops this morning and, after remov- 
ing his eoat, vest and shirt-collar, seated 
himself and asked the barber to dye his 
abundant mustache, which was of a sandy 
color. 

**What shade, sir?” inquired the barber. 

‘*Black—oh, black,’’ said the youg man. 

The barber went to work and very 
soon had the job nearly done. 
The young man’s appearance was in conse- 


quence 2 little odd, not to say grotesque. He 
was a tall, bony, fresh-cheeked young fellow 
of perhaps thirty years of age. His hair was 
a decided red, while his mustache was a jet 
black. The contrast was peculiar aud excited 


ing the young man’s. 

“That is only the second jobof that kind 
that has been done in this shop since Christ- 
mas,” the barber remarked tothe reporter, 
whose turn came next. 

‘The fashion of dyeing seems to be out of 
date,’”? commented the reporter. 

“Yes, indeed. It has been on 4a 
steady decline ever since 1875. From 
about 1860 to 1875 it Was quite the rage in St. 
Louis, particularly with gentlemen from the 
country like our friend who has just gone 
out. Fair week usedto be areguiar barvest 
in those years for barbers. Almost every 
farmer who came tothe city,particularly if be 
was young and a bachelor, wouid get his 
mustache or beard colored before returning 
home. He probably did it for the purpose 
of making himself more attractive to the girls 
of his locality The funny part of it was that 
they never altered the color of their hair. 
That they suffered to remain as nature had 
provided it. Since 1875, however, the custom 
of dyeing has failen into gradual decay and 
now itis but rarely that barbers are called 
{n.’’ 

“To what do you attribute this iact?”’ 

**] scarcely know, uniessa it be that men 
have come to a proper appreciation 
of the vanity and absurdity of the practice. 
You see how obvious it was to aman’s 
friends and associates that he had been dye- 
ing when he would leave home one day with 
asandy mustache and come back the next 
with a black or brown one, as his fancy might 
dictate. It naturally made him the object of 
banter, and very few men can stand much 
of that.’’ 

“W hat 
dyeing ?”? 

*‘Nitrate of silver. If the customer wanted 
bis hair dyed brown we would dilute with 
another preparation calied ‘No. 1,’ which 
contained the essence of amber, I think. If 
he wanted a jet black we employed ‘No. 3,’ 
which was a preparation of suiphur. The 
nitrate of silver was known as ‘No. 2.’ ” 

‘‘What were the prices charged for such 
work??? 

“For dyeing a mustache, 50. centa; for 

ustache and goatee, 75 cents; for the hair 


preparation did barbers use ;for 


ranged from #2 to , according to the 
crop.?? 

“The business must have beea a profitable 
one.’ 

“Yes, indeed. Those were flush times 
with St. Louis barbers. From $10 to $15 
used to be an average day’s earnings for 
every man in the shop. The noticeable thing 
about the whole business was that the fash- 
ion seems to have been almosta purely home 
institution. [left New York in 1865, and 
worked in shops in Philadelphia, Baitimore, 
Chicago and one or two smaller places before
